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Meetings to 
point new 
direction

County wide round table 
meetings on education are wrap¬ 
ping up this week in the hopes of 
offering a new direction for the 
county school board 

Didsbury School Trustee 
Deborah Cousins said the meet¬ 
ings arc being held to help the 
school board make some tough 
decisions on education services 
in light of provincial funding 
cutbacks 

“We want to get the consen¬ 
sus from the county on the pub¬ 
lic opinion on education and 
education funding.” Cousins 
said. “It's a way for us to get 
some real direction from admin¬ 
istrators, teachers and parents. ’' 
Cousins said the roundtables 
arc broken up into discussion 
groups and workshops arc held 
using a provincial workbook. 
The workshops focus on four 
areas, defining basic education, 
funding, standardized tests and 
the education delivery system. 
The Didsbury meeting, held 


last Tuesday, included all three 
schools in the area and attracted 
approximately 50 parents, teach¬ 
ers, administrators and students 

“I guess one of the most im¬ 
portant points the parents agreed 
on was that the solutions cer¬ 
tainly wouldn't be convention¬ 
ally found.” saidCousins.‘‘That 
we need to look for unorthodox 
answers.” 

Cousins also said parents did 
not feel the need for the educa¬ 
tion system to return to the basic 
3-R education 

“It was quite the opposite.” 
she said. “There was a strong 
concern for the children to expe¬ 
rience a well-rounded education. 
Life preparation was also im¬ 
portant to the parents Even more 
so than employment prepara¬ 
tion.” 

As for funding. Cousins said 
parents expressed some concerns 
over tax based equalization and 
supported the lobby efforts for 
government legislation to pool 
provincial education tax dollars 

“The parents feel it is unfair

BJ Services of Didsbury will 
receive $375 bi-weekly to clean 
the town office and library, based 
on 45 hours of work every two 
weeks The contract also hires the 
company for general spring and 
fall cleaning at $7.50 an hour.

The Alberta Liquor Control 
Board has given approval mprinci- 
pal to a Calgary man for the open¬ 
ing of a pnvate liquor store in 
Didsbury 

Zdcnck Kriz. who recently pur¬ 
chased the local ALCB store prop¬ 
erty for $ 1 10.000. was given ap¬ 
proval to open a pnvate retail liq¬ 
uor store last week. 

Kriz joins approximately 10 
other private stores which have 
been given approval for business i n 
the county. Two stores have been 
approved in Carstairs. one in Cre¬ 
mona. 5 in Olds and 2 in Sundrc. 


But approval in principal does 
not mean store owners will neces¬ 
sarily be given the licence to sell 
liquor in Alberta George 
Rodziewicz of the ALCB said the 
applications are still subject to 
municipal review before licences 
will be granted 

“Once that is approved, they 
still have to undergo an inspection 
of their premise to ensure the lay¬ 
out and use is as per the proposal,” 
Rodziewicz said. “Then they can 
get the licence to sell liquor.” 

Kriz. who plans to open his pri¬ 
vate liquor store in the same build- 
ingtheprovincial store was housed, 
said he hopes to open his doors 
early in December Since the pro¬ 


vincial store must close out before 
the private store can open, liquor 
buyers can likely expect a gap in 
liquor sales during the switch over. 

While the local ALCB store in 
making plans to close it’s doors, 
Rodziewicz said Didsbury custom¬ 
ers will not be left without anv 


liquor store service if Kriz’s li¬ 
cence application does fall through. 

‘ ‘We arc closing stores between 
now and Christmas.” he said. “But 
only if we meet two criteria - if 
there has been a sale of the property 
and/or there will be a private re¬ 
tailer.” 


He said the ALCB does not plan 
to close any stores where commu¬ 
nities will be left without service 
No further details were avail¬ 
able on the retail store planned for 
Didsbury at press time.

Local wheat growers and other business people who rely on 
international trade to do business should be paying very close 
attention to the continuing saga of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement in the United States. 

It is frightening to watch this historically isolationist coun¬ 
try attempt to insinuate themselves on the international market 
while trying not to give up any monopoly rights for any of their 
own goods. 

The controversy over durum wheat imports from Canada is 
just one example where Canadians who try to do fair business 
with the U S. will likely see themselves burned. This is a 
country who only wants international competition if it works 
to their advantage 

For a working example of this, you only have to look at the 
import policy on Japanese autos Americans couldn't compete, 
so instead they legislated a limit on the number of cars that 
could be imported 

Is this a country with whom we should feel secure entering 
into a free trade agreement? 

Granted Canada needs to increase international trade, but by 
virtue of past example, it does not appear the U S is truly 
interested in trading with us Rather it would seem their interest 
is purely rapacious Anytime the Americans feel they are losing 
the trade battle because they can't produce a product as cheaply 
or as well, the trade agreement will be held up in the legal 
system or changed through legislation pushed by powerful 
lobby groups 

Those same lobby groups have plenty of money and exces¬ 
sive political power and could easily tic Canadian business 
down until their cash flow dried up Their track record under the 
FTA shows how the Americans only seem to believe in free 
enterprise among themselves External competition is deemed 
unfair We certainly aren't hearing as much concern from 
American business over the Mexican half of the agreement, arc 
we? 

But while the Americans arc taking their arguments to their 
government and forcing action from their representatives against 
freer trade w ith Canada. Canadian business people arc strangely 
apathetic and silent on the issue Some unions have spoken 
against free trade on a vague platform, but business people 
likely to be affected by the new agreement, such as farmers, arc 
say ing nothing It is time they took up the issue and presented 
their concerns to the government rather than allowing the 
legislation to pass without comment

discretionary funds which can only 
be used for capital purchases, not 
operating expenses 

The fact of bed closures was 
raised Again, statistics on utiliza¬ 
tion show we now have the correct 
number of beds open to serve the 
needs of our district. 

Our Mission Statement says 
clearly our purpose is to support 
the health of the community, 
namely the people of our district. 
The health of about 75 people in 
our region, extending to Olds. Sun- 
drc. Carstairs and Cremona can be 
assisted by a transportation vehicle 


to make the Day Support Program 
possible Beyond this, is the focus 
of care for the caregiver; the spouses 
or family that arc given a break 
We find caregivers, as well as the 
person needing care, often end up 
in acute or long term care because 
of continual care demands Then, 
we consider the 100 long term care 
residents for whom a trip out is a 
special occasion To do this, spe¬ 
cial equipment is needed If we can 
help to keep some people happily 
in their ow n home, and give others 
in long term care a better quality of 
life, wc feel the bus purchase is 
well worth the investment 

Regarding bad P R. over wage 
rollbacks, our Board will not be 
rolling back wages, unless man¬ 
dated by government, but we were 
instructed by government to present 
this option to the staff Thanks 
Janice for raising the questions, 
hopefully I have given some of the 
answers.

Approximately 60 people at¬ 
tended the ceremony held to com¬ 
memorate the recent annexation of 
Olds College's campus with the 
Town of Olds in conjunction w ith 
the college’s 80th anniversary. 

Harry Craig, college board mem¬ 
ber and Past President of the Olds 
College Alumni Association, pre¬ 
sented a verbal trip back in time to 
when he attended the college as a 
young man. Craig noted that when 
he was a student at Olds College 
nearly a half century ago. room and 
board cost $27 per month and fe¬ 
male students were not permitted 
to leave campus without a note 
from their parents Smoking was 
restricted to one’s dorm room (la¬ 
dies were not permitted to smoke at 
all) and visits todnnking establish¬ 
ments were forbidden 

Times have changed, as Dr. Bob 
Bigsby. College President, jok¬ 
ingly attested in his opening re¬ 
marks: “ We have a very' significant 
and direct relationship with the 
town: our sewer, our fire services 
and our Hay City Saloon ” 

Bigsby explained that the land 
annexed to the Town of Olds in¬ 
volves the campus proper w hile the 
farm land remains part of the 
County of Mountain View. The 
amalgamation was heralded as a 
logical move considering the col¬ 
lege’s impact on the town Bigsby 
noted that Olds College augments 
the town's population by 20 per 
cent each fall w hen classes resume. 

Speculation on how anticipated 
funding cut-backs would affect 
operations at Olds College was a 
dominant theme in many of the 
speakers’ remarks. 

“We all recognize these arc not 
easy times.’’ ML A Roy Brassard 
said before introducing Minister of 
Advanced Education Jack Ady, 
adding. “1 don't envy the ministers 
who are facing tough decisions

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Dry trends persist despite improved moisture

Dry trends persist in the north¬ 
east and Peace regions even though 
spring and summer rains fell there 
this year says Alberta Agriculture’s 
soil moisture specialist. 

"Fall stubble soil moisture hasn't 
changed much in those regions," 
said A1 Howard of the conserva¬ 
tion and development branch. 
"Only portionsof southern and west 
central Alberta currently have good 
soil moisture reserves." 

Soil moisture levels are dry or 
extremely dry in 66 percent of Al¬ 
berta's agricultural areas — 55 per¬ 
cent falling in the low moisture 
category and 11 percent in the very 
low. Soils in this very low category 
have no significant moisture re¬ 
serve and may, at best, have a 
shallow layer of surface moisture. 
Moisture reserves in low category 
soils can’t sustain crop growth for 
more than a few days. 

"These dry soil conditions are in 
nearly all of the Peace River region 
and most of the eastern half of 
Alberta," said Howard "Pockets of 
extremely dry soils were found in 
all parts of the province, but the 
largest areas were in the Peace and 
east central regions. 


"While the Peace had heavy June 
rains, the precipitation didn't help 
soil moisture," he notes High rain¬ 
fall intensity, combined with low 
soil permeability and heavy crop 
water use worked against subsoil 
storage. 

"In both areas, dry weather dur¬ 
ing the late summer and early fall 
didn't replenish reserves used in 
crop growth," he said. 

Exceptions were in the south, 
where summer and fall precipita¬ 
tion was well above normal, and 
the west central region, where fall 
precipitation was near normal. 

"There are also many positives 
in this fall's stubble soil moisture 
picture," said Howard. "Moisture 
conditions have shown slow, but 
steady, improvement from the ex¬ 
ceptionally dry fall of 1990. The 
1993 moisture levels are the best 
since 1989, but they only about 
average forthe 12-year period since 
we started the fall survey." 

Most areas west of Highway 2 
have good to excellent reserves. 
The highest level of moisture re¬ 
serves are near the foothills. Most 
cropland south of Highway 3 has 
good to excellent reserves. The 
largest areas are near the Cypress 
Hills and west of Highway 4. 


Respectively, medium and high 
soil moisture levels can be found in 
23 and 11 percent of the province's 
agricultural areas. These moisture 
levels are considered adequate to 
prevent moisture stress in cereal 
crops. As well, higher spring run¬ 
off is expected in these areas which 
is beneficial for ponds and dug- 
outs. 

Howard notes moisture levels 
can improve with average snow

New choice for NISA filling 


Beginning farmers and farmers 
planning to expand their business 
can benefit from a new way to file 
their Net Income Stabilization 
Account (NISA) says an Alberta 
Agriculture specialist. 

Producers can now choose the 
accrual method to file their NISA 
account, and still file their income 
tax on a cash basis." says Merle 
Good, a tax specialist w ith the farm 
business management branch in 
Olds 

"There is a catch," he adds. 
"Once you switch, you must con¬ 
tinue to report your income and 
expenseswith the accnial method." 

Bychoosingthcaccrual method, 
producers make their NISA de¬ 
posit based on what they actually 
raised or grewinavear. ratherthan 
on what they sold." notes Good. 
"It's an appealing option for farm¬ 
ers who have lower cash receipts as 
they build their inventory values." 

Good caut ions producers should 


understand the difference between 
cash and accnial filing methods 
before they decide to change how 
they file their NISA account. 

The cash method is commonly 
used to calculate farm income It's 
a basic and simple method Rev¬ 
enues actually received in the year 
arc income Deductions are ex¬ 
penses actually paid for during the 
year Capital items such as ma¬ 
chinery aren't included Nor arc 
inventory, accounts receivable and 
unpaid bills at the end of the fiscal 
year. 

As well, changes in 
current inventory items 
such as livestock, crops 
and feeds are included 
in determining gross in¬ 
come. 

In the accnial method, revenue 
is reported the year it is earned 


whether or not the farmer is paid. 
Expenses arc deducted the year 
they arc incurred whether or not 
they arc paid. As well, changes in 
current inventory items such as 
livestock, crops and feeds arc in¬ 
cluded in determining gross in¬ 
come. 

If producers choose to change 
over to the accrual method. NISA 
gross margin triggers are also cal¬ 
culated on the accrual basis Good 
notes. As a result, year-end pur¬ 
chases of inventory won’t change 
the farm's gross margin. 

This is quite different from the 
cash basis. Fuel, fertilizerand other 
inventory at year-end reduce tax¬ 
able income and reduce the farm’s 
gross margin. 

At the same time. NISA's mini¬ 
mum income trigger remains based 
on the cash method "This allows 
producers to withdraw from their 
NISA account if their net income 
from all sources, including that 


Farmers file against wheat board 


The Alberta Barley Commis¬ 
sion announced last week it has 
joined with 20 farmers from Mani¬ 
toba. Saskatchewan and Alberta 
and the Western Barley Growers 
Association in challenging the 
Canadian Wheat Board Act under 
thcChartcrofRightsand Freedoms 
The Canadian Wheat Board Act 
requires that all wheat and barley 
which is sold for human consump¬ 
tion, or for export, must be sold 
through the Canadian Wheat Board 
The Statement of Claim, which 


w as filed today in the Federal Court 
of Canada, charges that the Act 
discriminates against farmers in 
the prairie region and contravenes 
the Charter 

What we object to is having the 
Canadian Wheat Board's single 
desk selling and pooling concepts 
forced on farmers w ho w ant no part 
of it" said Tim Harvie. chairman of 
the Commissions. "Farmers in the 
rest of Canada do not have to com¬ 
ply with this Act. so why should 
prairie farmers have to?" 


Harvie said a farmer in Ontario 
or Quebec can produce as much 
barley as he wishes and market it 
wherever he chooses without sell¬ 
ing it to the Canadian Wheat Board 
"If an Alberta farmer did this, he 
would have committed a criminal 
offence and be subject to prosecu¬ 
tion In Canada, we value and pro¬ 
tect the rights of individuals. We 
find it offensive and unacceptable 
to have prairie farmers subject to 
such oppressive and discriminat¬ 
ing law," he added.

To present 
the real identity of Canadian farm¬ 
ers to urban consumers, politicians 
and the media: 3. To support a 


marketing system which makes 
quality food and fiber available to 
all on a reasonable cost basis, and 
at a fair profit to the farmer: 4. To 
develop a responsible and account¬ 
able membership that is willing to 
assume positions of influence in 
areas that affect agriculture 

In order to achieve these goals 
AWSA holds regular workshops 
on a variety of topics as well as 
holding their annual conference. 
AWSA has representation on the 
Alberta Farm Women’s Network, 
the Classroom Agriculture Program 
and the Alberta Rural Child Care 
Project.

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"Mr. Boom" and his fellow 
opportunists 


The "Great Calgary Land Boom" 
that took place before World War 
One was driven by a combination 
of bullish civic confidence, a hous¬ 
ing shortage caused by increased 
immigration and frenzied specula¬ 
tion surrounding new railway lines. 
It was furthered by ready supplies 
of timber, sandstone and clay for 
brick-making It exhibited many of 
the unsavory aspects that usually 
accompany unrestrained growth, 
but the period marked the change 
in Calgary from large town to genu¬ 
ine city. In fact, in the decade 1900- 
10, Calgary grew more than ten¬ 
fold - from a population of4.000 to 
over 40,000 (the 1911 census put 
the population at 43.704). 

By 1908 real estate investment 
in Calgary was seen as being safer 
than money in the bank. ItwasE.H. 
Riley, who became a Liberal ML A 
for Gleichcn in 1909. who bought 
what would become the Hillhurst 
subdivision in 1904 at $40 a lot. Six 
years later, he sold it at up to $ 1.200 
per lot As land fever grew, man 
began flipping land in weeks, days, 
even hours. Some were said to 
make profits of $ 1.000 or more on 
deals which left barely any time to 
fill out the necessary paperwork on 
the purchase before it was resold 

Real estate agents stirred the 
action by arranging financing so 
that anyone could get in on the 
game for as little as $1 a week 
There were an estimated 2.0(H) 
agents operating in the city at this 
time - fully ten percent of the city's 
adult males 

Foreign buyers made ideal cli¬ 
ents Many "neighborhoods" they 
bought into - with names like 
Manitou Park. Balaclava and 
Pasadena - were far from down¬ 
town or right outside the city Some 
were so remote they were never 


developed at all Newspaperman 
Bob Edwards wrote of a farmer 
who approached an agent for a 
home in the city. The agent drove 
the farmer for miles, then pointed 
to a field and asked. "Wouldn't that 
be a lovely place for you and your 
wife to build your city' home? Say. 
by the way. where is the farm you 
want to sell?" 

"My farm?" asked the farmer. 
"Why, we passed it a couple of 
miles back, nearer Calgary." 

The boom turned to outright 
frenzy when speculation began 
around 1910 over the coming 
branch lines of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the Canadian Northern 
Railway The CPR also announced 
plans to build a major maintenance 
facility in Calgary. Where, specu¬ 
lators scrambled to guess, would 
the stations and shop buildings be 
located? 

Fortunes were made and lost, 
and no speculator was more flam¬ 
boyant than F.C. Lowes, the trader 
and developer who by the age of 
thirty would become Calgary's first 
millionaire and earn the nickname 
of "Mr. Boom". 

An Ontario insurance agent and 
amateur boxer. Lowes came to 
Calgary in 1902 and switched to 
real estate in 1906. For him. too 
much was never enough. He em¬ 
ployed 400 people in Calgary, 
owned four cars (at about $5,000 
apiece, w hen there were only about 
a do/cn cars in all Calgary), kept 
several dozen show -jumping horses 
and spread his financial tendrils to 
Edmonton. British Columbia. 
Washington state. New York City 
and London 

Lowes' trade was buoyed by the 
frenetic boostcrism of the Board of 
Tradc. the newspapers and the city 
council itself, which saw Calgary 


grow to forty square miles by 1912. 
In the period, something like 25 
percent of all Calgary's labor force 
wasengaged in the building trades 
The Land Boom finally peaked and 
crashed in the decade of the 1910's, 
but not before it had carried Cal¬ 
gary to a level of economic activity 
that would not be matched until the 
1950's. It was time when the city 
really awoke from its romantic 
dream of the frontier and of the 
cowboy life.
